Tlie Uciuocriitic Slate l-onvcnlion»Br 
wlioftc Autliorily. 

Snmo. weeks since, an edict wa<! issued from 
Frankfort, Cdimuanding the f.iitUfiil of the ICcn- 
tuckv Democracy to asscinhlo at the State capi- 
tal oil the 15th of March. This mandato jnir- 
ported to issue from the Democratic Central 
Ooniiuittec. but thesign manual of no one ap- 
peared. W'liy the omission, when it is custom- 
ary to attach to all such proclamations the 
name i of t!'o authoritative proclaimcr.-;? The 
reason, we beg our readers believe, is obvious, 
when the facts are known. 

The Deinociatic Central Commiltccis defunct. 
Three of its members have removed to this-cily 
since the dale of their appointment, viz: Col. 
Wm. Tanner, Col. WalterS app and Dr. Roberts. 
The autliorily of the e gen;lemen, of course, 
ceased withthiiir removal. The reniainiii^mem- 
b(»s continued in Fr.aukf irt, but when ttey as- 
oenibled to concoct the proclamation, one mem- 
ber (Judge Hewett) refused tosign a call because 
acv>iiven1ion was u.-ele-s.

Scientific men in .all parts of tha 
couutry, taking cognizance of the evil, have set 
their wits to work to .abolish it, and liave more 
than partially succeeded. A fine article of print- 
ing paper has already ben manufactured from 
(Straw. The New York Sun is, we believe, print- 
ed entirely upon this kind, and certainly any 
one who is fortunate enough to be a subscriber or 
reader of that inv.alutiblc and reliablcsheet must 
pronounce it a gootl article.- Other experiments 
have .also been made by v.arious manufacturers 
to produce a good article out of wood. S > fared 
thMrcfTorts have succeed even beyond their own 
hopes, and eon.siderable quantities are being 
made from the bass-wood — a tree, however, that 
is not as plentiful as could be wi.-heJ. O.heis 
assert confidently that a superior quality can be 
made ofsever.al kindsof weed^ gr.ass dec, and 
in cards in the Eastern papers a^k for a fair 
tri.al. One man ill particular, in a note addre-8- 
cd to the New York Evening Post talks thus.
